THEORY CORNER: 


1. Most electricity is manufactured in power stations, where it is fed into wires 
which are then wound around large drums. 

2. Some electricity, however, does not need to go along wires. That used in lightnin 
for example, and in portable radios. This kind of electricity is not generated, : 
but is just lying around the air loose. 

3. Electricity makes a low humming noise. This noise May be pitched at different 
levels for use in door bells, telephones and electric organs. 

4. Electricity has to be grounded. That is to say, it has to be connected to the 
ground before it can function, except in the case of airplanes, which have 
separate arrangements. 

5. Although electricity does notleak out of an empty light socket, that socket is 
nevertheless live'if you happen to shove your finger into it when the switch js on. 
So, if it is not leaking, what else is it doing? 

6. Electricity is made up of two ingredients, negative and positive. One ingredient 
travels along a wire covered with white plastic, and the other along a wire covered 
with black plastic. When these two wires meet together in what we call a plug, the 

different ingredients are mixed together to form electricity. Z c

UNUSUAL PROPAGATION EFFECTS are likely, possibly extending over much of the 
earth, when a major barium injection experiment takes place in early June. Carried 
on the French Ariane rocket which will also take the Phase III Amateur satellite 
into orbit when it's iaunched from French Guiana on May 23, the barium release 
experiment will take place at 30,000 miles above the earth, well above the ionosphere. 
Its purpose is to study plasma behavior in a vacuum, and the resulting celestial 
fieworks should be the most spectacular ever created by man and visible in the south- 
eastern sky from all of the U.S. 

“The Barium Cloud will momentarily push the earth's magnetic field out of the way," 
says University of California (Berkeley) physicist Forrest Mozer. “When the magnetic 
field comes rushing back in, atomic particles will be accelerated, producing a turb- 
ulent flow of plasma gas." Sunlight striking the particules will reflect red, then blue, 
in a cigar-shaped cloud that could be visible for 10 minutes. An artificial aurora 
display may also follow the injection, making the visible display even more specta- 
cular and providing additional propagation effects. 


A Precise Date for the experiment has not yet been set, but it will be around 
the time of the new moon in early June. No plans have yet been announced for Amateur 
Radio propagation experiments, though some arrangement will surely be made.
